When 
the master agreement was signed 
McFarland refused to abide by the 
agreement, then his places of busi- 
ness were listed as non-union. 

“Again I ask that while McFar- 
land is on the ‘unfair’ list that you 
refuse to patronize his establish- 
ments.”

AFL Tells of 
Conditions at 
Canal Zone 


Amendments to Army and 
Navy Appropriations Bill 
Will Compel Employment of 
American Citizens 


William Green, in a com- 
munication to central labor 
bodies, has requested the mem- 
bership of organized labor to 


support the amendments to the 
army and navy appropriations bill, 
introduced in the United States 
congress by Senator McCarran 

The amendments read as follows: 

No part of any appropriation 
contained in this act shall be 
used directly or indirectly after 

January 1, 1941, for the pay- 

ment of any civilian for serv- 

ices rendered by them on the 

canal zone while occupying a 

skilled, technical, clerical, ad- 

ministrative, or supervisory po- 
sition unless such person is 

a citizen of the United States 

of America. 

The Panama canal zone, Green 
said, is a United States government 
reservation and our government 
operates all stores, bakeries, pack- 
ing houses, farms, machine shops, 
dry docks, hospitals, foundries, etc., 
and houses the army and navy 
forces and all civilian employes. 

In the next six years, Green 
continued, the U. S. government 
will s pend approximately 
$600,000,000 in the canal zone. 

The practice of the U. S. gov- 

ernment has been to employ 

thousands of west Indian col- 
ored aliens on the canal zone, 
not only as common laborers 
but in high positions as well; 

at the present time over 4,000 

aliens are employed. 

If the senate votes to retain the 
amendments placed in the army 
appropriation bill (H. R. 8668-) and 
the navy appropriations bill (H. R. 
8438) by the U. S. house of repre- 


sentatives as above quoted, all 
aliens will be eliminated from 
skilled, technical, clerical, super- 
visory, and administrative posi- 


tions and jobs will be available for 
thousands of American citizens at 
United States rates of pay, plus 25 
per cent, with paid vacations and 
transportation and pay while trav- 
eling from New York city to the 
canal zone. 

These amendments 


must be 


jadopted, Green said, in order to 


place American citizens on jobs 
rightfully belonging to them. 

He urged all labor councils to 
communicate with their congress- 
men and senators asking that they 
favor these amendments.

| Last week I gave a few figures 
on the Peralta village project 
known as Cal. 3-1. I stated that 
construction cost of this project 
would amount to $1,200,000 which 
is exclusive of land acquisition and 
administrative costs.

great industrialists of the south, during the southern labor conference 
held by the American Federation of Labor in Atlanta, Ga. 

Mr. Arkwright knew that the leaders of organized labor were con- 
verging on Atlanta to map plans for the most sweeping organizing drive 
ever undertaken in the ten southern states east of the Mississippi. Did 
he sulk? No. Did he run away? No. Did he start organizing opposition 
to organized labor? No. Instead, he called together most of the big busi- 
ness men of Atlanta to a luncheon, invited President William Green and 
a large number of other labor leaders as his guests of honor and pro- 
ceeded to speak his mind in their presence. 

“All through my early business life,” said Mr. Arkwright, “I was 
afraid of trade unions. On one occasion, the mayor of this city said that 
if one of my employes dared to walk through the Union station he would 
lose his job. 

“T was determined not to have anything to do with labor unions. I 
firmly believed their main object was to create dissension between em- 
ployer and employe. 

“Then, about twenty years ago, I began to wake up.” 

THE EDUCATION OF AN INDUSTRIALIST | 
“T discovered,’ Mr. Arkwright continued, “that union leaders did not 
have horns or carry a tail. I got to talking with them and I learned they 
didn't want to make trouble for me. They wanted to help me make the 
business grow. They knew that there wasn’t any sense in talking about | 
collective bargaining if there was nothing in the pot to bargain over. | 
“Now our employes know they are free to join any union they see fit. 
I encourage them to do it. In at least one instance they are organized | 
100 per cent. 

“We negotiate wages, hours and working conditions. We negotiate 


ment and we all abide by that agreement. | 
“T don’t know very much about the philosophy or the history of the! 
labor movement, but I know from experience that unions are a good 
thing for the workers and that they are also a good thing for the em- 
ployer. 
“So I am happy to be here today and glad to have a chance to express 
my respect for and faith in the American Federation of Labor and its 
leaders, including its distinguished president, Mr. Green.” 
No more handsome a tribute ever was paid to organized labor than 
this voluntary, appreciative statement by Mr. Arkwright who knows 
whereof he speaks. 
This industrial leader who has been educated to accept and welcome 
trade unionism, made a profound impression on his fellow business men 
who heard him and received a grateful cheer from the labor leaders 
present. 
LABOR’S RESPONSE 

The response of the American Federation of Labor to Mr. Arkwright’s 
triendly and helpful gesture was contained in President Green’s radio 
address from Atlanta. His words were so universally applicable that we 
beg leave to quote a few excerpts here:

Kiss of Death” 


Senator Wheeler Also 
Admits CIO Support Is 
Political Liability 


President Roosevelt has told 
recent visitors to the white 
house that an endorsement 
from John L. Lewis in the com- 
ing political campaign means 
the “kiss of death” to any political 
candidate. 

The president made this flat 
declaration, according to Washing- 
ton Columnist Paul Mallon, with 
respect to the candidacy of Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler of Montana for 


the democratic presidential nom- 
ination. 
Senator Wheeler, himself, has 


publicly conceded that the bouquets 
tossed at him by Lewis at the 
united mine workers’ convention in 
Columbus constitute a political lia- 
bility. Confirmation of this fact 
came from the Washington Merry- 
Go-Round column which said on 
March 7: 

“The biggest laugh during Sena- 
tor Burt Wheeler’s speech at the 
hilarious National Press club ban- 
quet, where nine presidential pos- 
sibilities told why they should NOT 
be elected, was prompted by an un- 
expected sharp remark. 

““T haven’t a chance,’ the Mon- 
tanan was saying, ‘because John L. 
Lewis is for me’.” 

While official Washington and 
the members of the press were thus 
laughing and mocking at the CIO 
leader's pretensions to political 
power, Lewis continued his crack- 
down campaign on his own unions 
to prevent them from endorsing 
Roosevelt for a third term. 

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
of March 8 reported: 

“John L. Lewis apparently is de- 
termined to fight back at pro- 
Roosevelt sentiment in the CIO. 


Heads of CIO unions who favor a 


nestly and sincerely believe there is no fundamental conflict of interest 
between workers and management. On the contrary we believe workers 
and management have a strong bond of common interest. The welfare 
of both depends upon the same thing—a healthy, growing, prospering 
American industry. We believe that once this truth is universally rec- 
ognized and accepted by American employers as well as American labor 
the problems of labor-employer relations will be solved. 

“This is no chimerical dream. We are slowly but steadily making it 
a reality in many industries. Other countries are far ahead of us in this 
respect. 

“The American Federation of Labor appeals to the management of 
industry in the south not to resist or impede the organization of south- 
ern workers. Not only the law, but plain common-sense forbids such 
tactics. Our aims and our purposes are peaceful and contructive. All we 
ask is a chance to prove it. 

“The American federation believes in the institution of private prop- 
erty. We recognize the rights of those who own and manage property in 
a free country. We have never engaged in sit-down strikes, stay-in 
strikes, slow-down strikes or other revolutionary techniques. We freely 
concede the right of capital to a fair return on investments. 

“But at the same time, we ask and we demand that management and 
industry give equal recognition to labor. We want industry to recognize 
the right of workers to organize into unions collectively with such 
unions. That is only fair. 

“The American Federation of Labor regards contracts entered into 
through collective bargaining as sacred pledges of good faith. We insist 
that both management and labor, parties to a contract, shall religiously 
observe all contractual provisions. We further urge that frequent con- 
ferences be held between the representatives of organized workers and 
management for the purpose of discussing and solving, in a friendly and 
co-operative spirit, the common problems which arise out of human re- 
lations in industry. Through such procedure conflicts and strikes will 
be reduced to a minimum.”

30th Anniversary 


The millinery workers’ union, an

Green Purges Chicago Unions | AUXILIARY NOTES 
Of Racketeering Leadership 


Crooks Who Wormed Way Into Units Controlled : 
By Federation Kicked Out; Bars Up to Stop Reentry Carpenters Auviliary 


On orders of President William 


Green, the A. F. of L. this week 
cleaned up two federal labor unions 


in Chicago, in which racketeers 
were declared to have “muscled” 
into leadership. 


Federal unions are directly char- 
tered by the A. F. of L. and it has 
control over their activities, This 
contrasts with locals chartered by 
internationals affiliated with the 
A. F. of L. In the latter cases, the 
A. F. of L. has no power to inter- 
vene, the internationals alone hav- 
ing power to discipline subordinate 
units. 

Green, upon hearing of com- 
plaints involving the Chicago un- 
ions, sent Frank Fenton, organiz- 
ing director, by plane to the 
“Windy City” to do the houseclean- 
ing of the two locals—the shipping 
and receiving clerks, and scrap 
iron and junk handlers. 

Fenton conferred first with po- 
lice and the state’s attorney, ob- 
tained detailed evidence from them, 
and then deposed the officers of 
both unions, impounding their 
books and funds. The president of 
the shipping clerks’ local was re-

Fenton announced that a third 
federal labor local, the wholesale 
inside grocery workers, is under 
investigation and would be purged 
if the state’s attorney’s office con- 
firms charges that George (Bugs) 
Moran, a beer runner in prohibi- 
tion days, has an influence over 
the leadership of the union. 

Fenton announced that hereafter 
no federal labor union will be per- 
mitted to have an officer who has 
not been working at the craft cov- 
ered by such union. This will pre- 
vent outsiders, whether racketeers 
or not, from maneuvering into con- 
trol, Fenton explained. 

President Green added that the|

whenever it was revealed unsavory | 
elements had obtained domination | 
over federal labor locals. | 


“We will not tolerate any dishon- 
est leadership in any union over 
which we have authority,” he said. 


$194,440,151 Pensions 
Paid Railroad Workers 


Benefits totaling $194,440,151 were 
paid in the last fiscal year to 169,-| 
800 railroad workers who retired 
because of age or disability, and to 
the survivors of workers who died, 
according to the annual report of 
the railroad retirement board, just 
issued. About 141,000 who have 
reached the age of 65 and retired 
are now enrolled as pensioners.

American Labor for Panama Projects 


The house of representatives has taken a commendable step 
in amending the army and navy appropriation bills so as to re- 


quire the employment of American citizens for civilian services 
of an administrative, clerical, supervisory, technical or skilled 
character on work in the Panama canal zone. 

Statistics show that the United States government employs a 
small army of West Indian aliens on the Panama canal and the 
Panama railroad, four thousand of whom are in classifications 
above the grade of common labor. When the new construction 
Projects to cost over $600,000,000 authorized in the army and 
navy bills get under way the number of these alien employes 
will be largely increased unless the limitations contained in the 
amendments become statute law. 


At present, under executive orders of the president, the aver- 
age wage rate of these aliens is twenty-five cents an hour. Amer- 
ican citizens in the canal zone are paid twenty-five per cent 
more than the rates in the United States. 

The American Federation of Labor insists that these skilled, 
technical, clerical, administrative and supervisory positions shall 
be given to American citizens. The house amendments to the 
army and navy appropriation bills are in accord with the A. F. 
of L. position. 

Senator McCarran of Nevada is sponsoring these amend- 
ments in the senate. When they become law, the employment 
of low-wage aliens above the grade of common labor by the 
United States on canal zone projects will be banned and the 
positions opened to American citizens at American wages plus 
twenty-five per cent. 

The American Federation of Labor amendments to the army 
and navy appropriation bills are one hundred per cent Amer- 
ican. They should be adopted by the senate without opposition.

living standards of millions of families are undermined by eco- 
nomic conditions in the slums. 


In order to provide decent dwelling accommodations for work- 
ers now consigned to the slums and at the same time provide 
employment for the jobless in many trades, the Wagner low- 
rent housing and slum clearance bill has already been passed by 
the senate and reported favorably by the house committee on 
banking and currency. It makes $800,000,000 more available for 
the United States housing authority to lend to state and local 
housing authorities in aid of slum clearance and the construc- 
tion of houses at rents which fhe low-income groups can pay. It 
also provides for the construction of low-rent housing in rural as 
well as in urban areas. 


The deplorable housing conditions now imposed on multitudes 
of workers in the low-income groups would undoubtely be 
ameliorated by the Wagner bill. It would also promote improved 
business conditions in all industries furnishing materials and 
supplies for building purposes. Finally, it would provide em- 
ployment at reasonable wages for large numbers of workers 
now in the jobless army. 

The prompt enactment of the Wagner bill by the house of 
representatives would be definitely in the public interest. There 
should be no delay in making it statute law.

Agreement Accepted 


The San Francisco Paint Makers’ 
Union, Local No. 1071 accepted an 
agreement negotiated by joint 
committees representing the unions 
and manufacturers on both sides 
of the bay, according to Russell 
Johnson, San Francisco business 
representative. 


The agreement is identical to the 
one presented to the membership 
of Local 1101 last October except 
for the following points: 


1. Section 17 has been taken out 
by the employers. This section, a 
semi-union shop arrangement, was 
intended to protect the union mem- 
bers insofar as non-union workers 
or dual unionists were concerned. 


2. San Francisco union inserted a 
new termination clause which they 
believe will compensate for the lack 
of a union shop clause and which 
will also protect their members in 
other ways. This clause provides 
for an agreement that may be ter- 
minated by either side after three 
months’ notice. For example, if the 
cost of living or operation goes up, 
either party may, after three 
months’ notice, cancel the contract 
and demand a new agreement to 
meet the changing conditions. 


The negotiating committee of Lo- 
cal 1101 will meet with the employ- 
ers’ committee next Monday at 2 
p. m. in regard to an agreement for 
the east bay.

Jewell Favors 40 Cent 
Railroad Minimum Wage 


Proof that railroad revenues and 
general business conditions are on 
the upgrade and that the railroads 
can easily afford to pay a 40-cent 
minimum hourly wage was pre- 
sented to the railroad industry 
committee of the wage-hour admin- 
istration by Bert M. Jewell, presi- 
dent of the railway employes’ de- 


partment of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 


Mr. Jewell offered evidence that 
even the twenty railroads which 
had been described as the least 
able to afford such a minimum have 
substantial margins of revenue 
from which they could meet addi- 
tions to their wage bill.
